Dear Ms. Rezaaiyan:

The amended labeling referred to above to resubmit the request for use of
mandipropamid on tobacco, submitted in connection with registration under the Federal
Insecticide Fungicide and Rodenticide Act (FIFRA), as amended, is acceptable provided that you
make the following labeling changes and submit a final printed label within 30 days with these
changes.

1. On page 4, in the Agricultural Use Requirements section, line 6; add "(REI)" after
" and restricted-entry interval (REI)...."

2. On page 3, in the Agricultural Use Requirement section, delete "restricted-entry interval"
from the second paragraph and delete the parentheses from REI.

3. On page 20 in the tobacco "application" notes, add the following, "aerial applications
must be made using a minimum of 2 gallons water per acre". This will preclude the
requirement for a separate date set reflecting aerial applications.

Revus provides control of diseases caused by downy mildews. It has preventative and
limited curative properties. Revus is applied as a foliar spray and can be used in block,
alternating spray, or tank mix programs with other crop protection products. All
applications must be made according to the use directions that follow.

GENERAL USE INSTRUCTIONS

Application: Thorough coverage is necessary to provide good disease control. Mix only
the amount of spray solution needed for immediate application. Avoid spray overlap, as
crop injury may occur.

Adjuvants: For some uses on this label, a spreading/penetrating type adjuvant such as
a non-ionic surfactant, crop oil concentrate, silicone based, or blend must be added at
the manufacturer's recommended rates. For other crop uses, an adjuvant is
recommended.

Notes: (1) Use only with drive systems which provide uniform water distribution. (2) Do
not use end guns when chemigating Revus through center pivot systems, because of
non-uniform application.
